Ba wneuan 
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From Initial Curiosity To 
Having Pride In Her Presence 


By Sue Aucella Deacon . 


To the inhabitants of Samanga in the 
province of Tungurahua in the moun- 
tains of Ecuador, Debbie Dilorio seemed 
at first a curiosity, ‘‘the strange gringa 
from outer space.’’ What was this tall 
young American woman doing in their 
tiny mountain village? 

Later, after she had learned to live the 
way they live — to wash her clothes by 
beating them with rocks in an irrigation 
canal, to work in the fields growing on- 
ions and potatoes and corn, to ding on 
delicacies like guinea pig — the villagers 
took pride in her presence: They had an 
American in their midst. 

During her two years in Ecuador, Deb- 
bie taught the South Americans that not 
all North Americans are millionaires 
who eat food only from cans, wear their 
«clothes only once before throwing them 
away, and marry only through contrac- 
tual arrangements. 

For their part, the people of Samanga 
taught Debbie that they were as different 
from her as they could possibly be — and 
more like her than she had ever imag- 
ined. 

Debbie lived and worked in Ecuador 
from November 1982 to November 1984 
as a Peace Corps volunteer. She was sent 
to Samanga to teach twentieth-century 
agricultural techniques to the villagers, 
who, when she arrived, were using cen- 
turies-old ways to tend their small fami- 
ly farms. 

Looking back over her life in Samanga 
from the comfort and comparative lux- 
ury of Andover, the volunteer sees it as 
an “excellent, very positive’ experi- 
ence. There were problems and frustra- 
tions, but “‘if I had it to do all over again, 
I would definitely do it,’ Debbie says. *'! 
have no regrets.”’ 

Debbie is 24, the daughter of Paula and 
John Dilorio of Karlton Circle (and the 
sister of Mark, Lisa, and John Dilorio, 
Jr.). An Andover resident since 1970, she 
is a 1978 Andover High graduate and a 
1982 graduate of Dartmouth College, 
where she majored in Latin American 
history 

It was ‘‘a mixture of selfish and al- 
truistic reasons’’ that led her to Ecuador 
in 1982. She was 22, just out of college, 
and not at all interested in joining ‘‘the 
corporate world.”’ 

Instead Debbie wanted to savor the 
freedom of youth a little longer and, 
while she had the chance, to make “‘a bit 

ontribution” to society as well. She 
remembers complaining to her mother, 
juring the last months of her senior year 
it Dartmouth, that she didn’t know what

She hadn’t, but a little research con- 
vinced Debbie that volunteer service in 
South America would be an ideal way for

her to ‘‘get immersed in Latin culture, to 
get into a village and find out what the 
people were like.”’ 

Peace Corps volunteers may request 
assignment to a region of the world, but 
not a specific country. When she was as- 
signed to Ecuador, Debbie found it ‘‘a 
perfect choice’ — even though, as a his- 
tory major, she knew more about the 
country’s past than its present. (‘‘From 
1910 on, I was blank.”’) 

After a five-day orientation session in 
Miami, Florida, in August 1982, she left 
for three months of training in Costa 
Rica, Central America, where she lived 
with a family and was briefed on agricul- 
ture, the Spanish language, and Latin 
American culture. In late November, she 
went on to Ecuador for her final three 
weeks of training. 

Ecuador is located on the northwest 
coast of South America. It is a ‘“‘ beauti- 
ful, beautiful country”’ the size of Colora- 
do, Debbie says, with three distinct 
climates: mountains, jungle, and sea- 
coast. In the mountains — the sierra — 
the climate is ‘‘perpetual spring,’”’ with 
temperatures around 80 degrees during 
the day and around 30 degrees at night. 

Once they’ve been trained, Peace 
Corps volunteers are on their own, Deb- 
bie explains: She was handed a set of 
directions and pointed towards Sa- 
manga. When she arrived in the village, 
unescorted and unexpected, “‘No one 
knew who I was,”’ she recalls. And com- 
pared to the villagers, who tend to be 
small, ‘‘I was gigantic.’ 

The people were ‘“‘wonderful’’ to her 
from the beginning, ‘‘warm and gener- 
ous.’’ They found room for her to stay in 
the village church until she settled into 
her own home, an old schoolhouse. But 
Debbie found it ‘‘a little bit hard to get 
beyond’”’ their courtesy, because she was 
truly an oddity in Samanga the 
strange gringa (American) from outer 
space.” 

“They thought I was an orphan,” Deb- 
bie says. ‘“‘They couldn’t believe my fa 
ther would allow me to go away. They 
asked me, How could I leave my family? 
Why wasn’t I married? Why did I have 
no children? They told me that I was 
going to be a spinster 

‘And they asked me why someone 
from the United States would come and 
live in this tiny village. I explained it 
over and over, but it was a hard message 
to get across 

Throughout her stay in the village, 
Debbie was always ‘‘the center of atten- 
tion.”’ At first that was fun, ‘“‘but it got 
really old. Everyone knew what I was 
loing at all times. I had no privacy, and 
that was hard.’ 

Everything about her first months in 
Samanga was difficult I had never 
been completely on my own, ever. And 
everyone seemed so different from me 
it was a different language, different cul-

They don’t do it for the money because they 

could make more selling,hamburgers at a fast 
food restaurant. 

It's the contact with children who need their 
help that keeps Andover’s school aides in the 
classrooms. 

By all accounts school officials consider And- 
over’s children lucky to have such well educated 
women, as they all are this year, working as 
aides in the schools. 

School employees say there are a number of 
reasons why these women have chosen to work 
in schools. The school year schedule, with its 
weeks off during the year and summer vacation 
is, for many, an enticement. Others want to 
work schedules similiar to their children’s 
school days. 

One of those is Andover Aide’s Association 
President Sherron Heller who began working as 
in aide five years ago when her youngest child 
started school. Heller has teaching experience 
from a permanent substitute job in New Jersey 


and education courses she took at the University 
of Massachusetts. She never did her student tea 
ching in college and would need a master’s de- 
ree in special education to be certified to teach 
moderately developmentally delayed clas:

m very happy where I am,” Heller said 


sood teacher. I’m comfortable and 
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Her work as head of the union began last Octo- 
ber when no one else wanted the responsibility, 
said Heller. 

Heller said some Andover aides have taught 
elsewhere and can’t find a teaching job here or 
in a nearby town. Some have bachelor’s de- 
grees, some master’s degrees, others are col- 
lege graduates but don’t have state teaching 
certification. Most are college graduates. And 
most, Heller speculated 75%, are overqualified 

‘The contribution the aides make to the run- 
ning of the elementary schools is a significant 
one,’’ said Andover School Superintendent Ken- 
neth R. Seifert. ‘It is a luxury that the town has 
had,” he added, agreeing that many of the aides 
are overqualified. 

To further define the backgrounds of the 
school aides’ Heller put together a survey that 
was sent to each aide two weeks ago. This week, 
when the forms were due, Heller told THE 
TOWNSMAN she hadn’t received enough of a 
response from her colleagues to come to any 


conclusions. Many aides were reluctant to fill 
out the forms, saying the information was aval 
able elsewher 
The onl qualifications needed to become 4a 
chool aide are two years of college study, said 
Heller or completion of an instructional aide 


program. But, Heller said, she didn't know any- 
one who had ever taken an aide program, sup- 


posedly given by the state or vocational school: 
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Aide duties vary from school to school, said 
Heller, where some aides have ‘‘more latitude” 
depending on where and with whom they work. 
But, in general, the 58 instructional aides must 
work under the direction of a teacher. Many do 
what are called ‘‘reinforcement”’ exercises such 
as reviewing multiplication tables with individu- 
al students or small groups or helping a student 
work with a computer. They also monitor out- 
side play and bus arrivals and departures. Aides 
cannot teach new material, they help with 
material already introduced by the classroom 
teacher. The two instructional aides in the sys- 
tem concentrate on more clerical assignments 
= as correcting papers for teachers, Heller 
said. 

But what happens when an aide is doing the 
teaching, not the assisting? 

In two such instances this fall the Andover 
Education Associaion filed greviances with the 
School Committee over two aides who were

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doing the work of teachers but being paid as 
aides. Both positions have since been upgraded 
by the School Committee. One aide is a full-time 
teacher and another teaches half-time and is an 
aide half-time. 

The AEA became interested when, in a dis- 
cussion about staffing, Doherty Junior High 
Principal Richard McGrail told the School Com- 
mittee this fall that he had an aide teaching in a 
computer lab. 

‘“‘We took a close look at it and found that it 
was true,” said Steve Jankauskas, AEA presi- 
dent. But the union was warned that there were 
dangers in filing the greviance, explained Jan- 
kauskas. In what he called a ‘‘veiled threat,’’ 
the AEA president said the union was told that if 
the positions were upgraded and there wasn’t 
sufficient funding to cover additional teaching 
salaries the positions might be dropped. It was a 
risk the union chose to take. 

“If you want that kind of instruction you 
should be paying them as certified teachers,”’ 
Jankauskas said. “It is morally wrong if you 
have certified, qualified people filling the aides 
job when everyone knows that person is doing 
the job of a teacher.”’ 

Jankauskas said the salary difference of an 
aide and teacher may range from the $5.29 an 
hour paid to an aide to $18 to $20 an hour that 
teachers earn. 

Based on the AEA greviances the School Com- 
mittee changed Karen Foose’s position as a spe- 
cial needs aide to that of half-time teacher and 
half-time aide at their meeting Dec. 16. Her sal- 
ary was adjusted to $8,849 for the half-time tea- 
ching, retroactive to Oct. 29, and $5.29 an hour 
for the aide work with an additional $350 paid to 
aides who work in special education. 

And Nina Lasch, formerly a full-time comput-: 
er room aide at Doherty Junior High was ap- 
pointed a full-time computer teacher at that 
school at a salary of $15,462 a year. The change 
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° auld Aide’s Association Pracident Sherron Heller. 
* Aides 
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in the computer post came after a School Com- 
mittee executive session of almost an hour on 
Jan. 8. 

Heller said the aides were told, when the AEA 
filed their greviance, that there are other aides 
in the school system who are teaching but being 
paid as aides. She’s not sure if any action will be 
taken by the AEA or her union on those claims, 
said Heller. 

Aides have been in the town’s schools for as 
long as Kenneth Seifert has been superinten- 
dent, their numbers growing when he arrived 15 
years ago. Under Seifert’s direction, following 
national trends towards more individualized ed- 
ucation aides were brought in to help. The indi- 
vidualized reading and mathematics programs 
in the town’s schools necessitated the hiring of 
additional instructional aides, said the superin- 
tendent. 

But Proposition 242 was the reason a number 
of aides have been cut from the schools, said the 
AEA’s Jankauskas. Aide staffing has almost 
been cut in half since 1981 when there were 102 
aides according to Heller. In ’82 the number 
dropped to 88, in ’83 there were 63 aides and this 
year the staff has been pared further, leaving 60 
aidages 

In Februry of 1983 a group called the Citizen’s 
Study Group recommended the School Commit- 
tee hire additional aides. In a letter to the com- 
mittee the Aides Association charged that the 
committee wasn’t ‘‘aware of the true value of 
aides to the educational system.’

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A Question Of Propriety 


A question of propriety brought John Doyle of Reserva- 
tion Road before the Board of Selectmer Monday, Feb. 4. 

On the advice of Town Counsel Alfred Daniels, the se- 
lectmen last month declined to insert on the warrant for 
annual town meeting seven articles proposed by Doyle. 
Daniels found that those private articles were illegal. 

Doyle also proposed another four articles that were in- 
serted on the warrant. 

Doyle appeared before the board last week not to argue 
a case for his vetoed articles, but to state that the select- 
men had never informed him that his articles would not 
appear on the warrant. 

He told the board that it would have been ‘‘more appro- 
priate’ to read that news in a letter from the selectmen 
than in the newspapers. 

Doyle said that he discussed his feelings with Town 
Manager Kenneth Mahony on Jan. 18, four days after the 
selectmen’s action, and received a letter from the man- 
ager written on behalf of the selectmen on Jan. 30. He 
later received a letter from the town counsel as well, he 
added. 

Chairman Donn Byrne and Selectrnen Norma Gammon 
and Gerald Silverman did not comment on Doyle’s re- 
marks. (William Dalton was absent. ) 

But Charles Wesson said that the citizen was “‘probably 


right. We probably should have notified you.’’ He added 
that as the board’s secretary, it was “probably my role”’ 
to have written Doyle a letter 

The seven Doyle articles that did not make it onto the 
warrant sprang from a years-old controversy over an 18- 
year-old street, Whispering Pines Way. 

In 1981, annual town meeting voted not to accept Whis- 
pering Pines as a public street. But in January 1982, resi- 
dents of that street asked the Essex County 
commissioners —- with the selectmen’s support — to over- 
rule that vote and instruct the town to accept the street. 

. The commissioners complied, and Whispering Pines be- 
came a publié way. 

At subsequent town meetings, Doyle, a Whispering 
Pines abutter, has fought unsuccessfully to undo the coun- 
ty commissioners’ ruling. During the past three years he 
has proposed a number of related articles that town coun- 
sel has found illegal, and the selectmen have therefore 
kept off the warrant. 

Last year, however, the resident addressed annual town 
meeting at some length, and Town Moderator James Do- 
herty indicated that he believed Doyle had ‘‘had his day in 
court.”

This year, the resident proposed articles concerning the 
powers of town counsel, the Planning Board, and the coun- 
ty commissioners — as well as an article that would have 
overturned the 1982 commissioners’ ruling. Additional ar- 
ticles would have censured the selectmen, planners, and 
moderator for their role in the Whispering Pines affair 
over the years. 

Daniels found all seven of those articles illegal; none 
were inserted on the warrant. 

Doyle admitted last Monday that there is no provision in 
the town charter for censuring town officials. Daniels 
found the censure articles illegal for that reason. 

Annual town meeting will consider Doyle’s four remain- 
ing articles, however, which suggest that Andover: tape 
record town meetings in their entirety and make tran- 

. scripts available to citizens; raise the annual meeting 
quorum from 350 to 1,000 voters; distribute reports prior 
to each town meeting that describe the annual warrant 
with no comment from town officials (in contrast to the 
annual Finance Committee report, which includes offi- 
cials’ positions on warrant articles); and conduct town 
meetings according to Robert’s Rules of Order, rather 
than by the town moderator’s rules.

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Billy The Kid Paintings

The Andover Gallery has found a permanent and fitting home in Lincoln, New 
Mexico, for six paintings by a Merrimack Valley artist. 

The gallery rarely sells art to buyers so far removed from this area, gallery-owner 
Howard Yezerski notes, and the sale is particularly significant because New Mexico 
is “really the place for the paintings,” he says. “It’s where they ought to be.” 

Lincoln County Heritage Trust of Lincoln, N.M., has acquired the six Wild West- 
flavored paintings by Lowell artist Fred Faudie for its permanent collection. 

The acrylic paintings are from Faudie’s series on the notorious outlaw Billy the 
Kid, who once roamed the streets of Lincoln: Billy was tried in Lincoln’s courthouse, 
escaped from its jail, and murdered a few of its citizens. 

Faudie, who “tends to work in themes,” exhibited his series of 25 Billy the Kid 
paintings at the gallery in May 1983, Yezerski says. The show featured two large 
paintings (about six-foot square) and a number of smaller (one-foot square) paint- 
ings, all depicting various scenes from the life and times of the Kid. 

In his notes on the show, Faudie wrote that he was intriqued by Billy’s ‘mythic 
character,”’ and the “aura of uncertainty and fiction’’ surrounding the life of the 
nineteenth-century outlaw. . 

“Historic accuracy” is no longer necessary to appreciate the story of Billy the Kid, 
he wrote. That story inspired his series of paintings; they can be arranged in se- 
quence to tell their own story, or each can stand alone as an individual work, accord- 
ing to the artist. 

The imagery of the paintings is “slightly strange,"’ Yezerski says: ‘There’s a slight 
wackiness to them that’s very interesting.” 

When Faudie’s paintings were shown at the gallery, Yezerski sent announcements

all over the southwestern states where Billy the Kid made his name, including New 
Mexico. One announcement reached the Lincoln County courthouse, which put the 
gallery in touch with the Lincoln County Heritage Trust. 

The Heritage Tfust is a private, non-profit organization dedicated to preserving the 
historic character and culture of the Southwest 

Lincoln County is ‘‘almost a forgotten area now,”’ but in the nineteenth century it 
or county seat and ‘‘a thriving center for the cattle industry,”’ the gallery owner 
explains. 

Along with the Museum of*New Mexico, the Heritage Trust has acquired much of 
the property in Lincoln, and will maintain buildings like the courthouse and the jail as 
historic sites. Lincoln is becoming a sort of ‘‘national monument,” Yezerski says, one 
that will help keep memories of the Wild West intact. 

The gallery sent 15 of Faudie’s Billy the Kid paintings to the Heritage Trust last 
summer, where they were on exhibit throughout the summer tourist season. The 
Trust recently decided to Luy six of the paintings to keep on permanent display, 
Yezerski says. ° 

Faudie has been represented by the Andover gallery for four years. A well-known 
painter who works in oils as well as acrylics, the artist teaches at the University of 
Lowell and formerly headed the art department there. He is a graduate of Cornell 
University, with a master of agts degree from the University of lowa and a master of 
fine arts degree from Syracuse University 

Prior to his Billy the Kid show, Faudie had another show at the gallery called 
‘Night Pools,” a series of offbeat images of suburban swimming pools in after-dark 


settings.

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Cronin Among GOP Prospects 
Considering Run For Governor 


By Susan Rand 


He says talk of a run for governor in 
1986 is *‘academic,’’ but Andover’s Paul 
Cronin conceded that he has wanted the 
state’s highest office since he was 16 
years old. 

"he Punchard Avenue resident said he 
hasn't made a decision to run for gover- 
ior next year but has been getting a lot 
of calls from people wanting to talk 
ibout his political future. 

I think it’s a non-story,’’ said Cronin 
this week. ‘‘I’m not actively seeking any 
ffice. If the day comes when I decide to 
do that I'm sure I'll talk to you about it, 
right now it’s academic.” 


Cronin is thought to be a ‘‘good pros- 
pect,’’ along with four other Massachu- 
setts Republicans whose names have 
been bantered about as possible candi- 


dates for the seat now held by Michael S. 
Dukakis, said Massachusetts Republican 
Party Chairman Andrew S. Natsios. The 
party head and state representative also 
mentioned Andrew Card, William Robin- 
son, David Locke and Guy Carbone as 
possible contenders for the governor’s 
spot. Natsios said he isn’t agcandidate for 
governor. 


The decision to run for governor, for 
Cronin, is one of funds. The Andover res- 
ident said he thought a “couple of mil- 
lion’”’ was needed to get a campaign 
“rolling,’”’ adding that Dukakis and for- 
mer Gov. Edward King each spent $7 
million in their race for the Democratic 
nomination. 

Natsios put the price tag at $1 million 
to make the run for governor but $2 to $3 


million to win the race. Candidates’ an- 
nouncements probably won't come until 
the fall, but, said Natsios, the cam- 
paigning will begin in the next few 
months. 

Andover residents may remember that 
Cronin’s entry into politics was his first 
election victory, in 1963, in the race for a 
seat on the Board of Selectmen. At 23 
Cronin was the youngest selectman to 
serve the town. Then, in 1967 he was 
elected to represent the 12th Essex Dis- 
trict at the state house. 

That win was followed by his 1972 elec- 
tion to represent the Fifth Congressiona! 
District in Congress, a post he won by 
beating Democrat John F’. Kerry, who is 
now a U.S. Senator. It was a fight to keep 
his Fifth District seat that saw the end of 
Cronin’s political career as he lost in 1974

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Bylaw Revision Would Allow 
Condo Building By Permit

A number of developers have, in re- 
cent years, yearned to build multiple- 
family housing — otherwise known as 
townhouses or condominiums — in And- 
over. 

To date, Andover’s answer has been: 
We have no zone for such housing. And 
most efforts to rezone land for multi- 
family use have been felled by the 
charge of ‘‘spot zoning.”’ 

This year the Planning Board has pro- 
posed adding a new section to the zoning 
bylaw that would allow new multiple- 
family development in Andover by spe- 
cial permit. 

Their goal is not to make developers 
happy, but to provide ‘‘alternative forms 
of housing’ for townspeople, make the 
best possible use of building sites, pre- 
serve open space, and ‘protect the natu- 
ral environment,” the planners said this 
week. 

The board held a public hearing Tues- 
day night on its multi-family proposal, 
which is contained in three articles on 
the warrant for annual town meeting. 

Most of the changes simply consolidate 
existing multi-family zoning laws in one 
section of the bylaw, Chairman Marga- 
ret Bradshaw explained. But the board 
has also written a new section regulating 
new ‘‘attached cluster’ multiple-family 
dwelling construction. 

Planner Andrew Girdwood, who 
served on the board’s multiple-family 
housing subcommittee, explained that 
the new law might encourage smaller 


‘ 


housing units than the large single-fami- 
ly houses that are now prevalent in And- 
over. 

Multi-family developments might also 
make ‘‘better use of difficult land,’’ he 
said, but without increasing population 
density and thereby complicating the 
town’s traffic problems, or, increasing 
demand for water and sewer services. 

The board’s proposal calls for ‘‘one-to- 
one’ density: The density allowed at 
each multi-family site would conform to 
the site’s current single-residence zon- 
ing, whether SRA, SRB or SRC. The re- 
sult would be the same density as a 
development of single-family homes. 

To encourage the building of smaller 
units, the board will also offer devel- 
opers a “‘density bonus,”’ a credit of 50 
percent of an additional unit for each 
unit of 1,000 square feet or less. 

According to the board’s proposal, 
multi-family parcels must be 10 to 25 
acres, and served by town water and 
sewer. At least 60 percent of each site 
would be preserved as open space. 

Among other design requirements, 
each building would be set back at least 
75 feet from all property boundaries; 
buildings would be no more than 35 feet 
high; there would be three to six dwell- 
ing units in each building; and buildings 
would be landscaped to provide privacy. 

The chairman estimated that there are 
about a dozen sites in Andover that could 
meet all the criteria in the bylaw today 
Those include parcels off Porter Road, 


School Board 


The line-up for the March town elec- 
tion is complete with the only contested 
race between four candidates for two 
seats on the School Committee. 

School board member Susan 7. Poore 
waited until the last minute to declare 
herself a candidate for re-election, tak- 
ing out nomination papers on Friday that 
were due on Monday. 

Poore told THE TOWNSMAN during a 
break at Tuesday’s School Committee 
meeting that she was under ‘a lot of 
pressure”’ to decide whether or not to run 
for re-election. Some political support- 
ers, she said, were urging her to run for 
the school post while others told her to 
run for the Board of Selectman, where 
she was a six year member before win- 
ning her school seat three years ago. 

The other school board candidates are 
newcomers to town politics but two of 
them grew up here while the third is a 
new Andover resident. David A. Birn- 
back, a Digital engineer, was educated 
in Andover’s public schools and would 
like to return to the school system, this 
time to help run it. Lawrence kindergart- 
en teacher June A. Blake boasts School 


Committee attendence for the last seven 
and one-half years as proof of her inter- 
est in how the town’s schools are run. 
And freelance writer Sean Gresh, who is 
also a professor at Emerson College, 
wants a seat on the committee, in part, 
to pay the schools back for what they 
have given his two young children. Gresh 
moved to Andover a year ago. 

Poore said her ‘game plan’’ for the 
school board hasn’t been accomplished 
in her three years on the board, a major 
reason she chose to run again. She said 
she wants to prove to residents that 
Proposition 2% has not hurt the town 
“and it can be shown,” she suggested. 

The ‘‘approachability’’ of the commit- 
tee, an understanding of why some And- 
over families send their children to 
private schools instead of the town’s pub- 
lic schools and a chance to discuss some 
philosophical issues of education are all 
on Poore’s agenda, if re-elected, the 
business woman said. 

Town voters will go to the polls on 
Monday, March 25, when they will also 
elect two selectmen, one old and one 
new: return James Doherty to his post 


Phillips Street, High Plain Road, Das- 
comb Road, Reservation Road, Argilla 
Road, and North Main Street, she said. 

One potential site is the Wood estate 
off North Main Street. Correlius Wood 
told the board that their new bylaw pro- 
vision would drive up the valife of large 
lots, so that even the most reluctant 
property-owners might end up selling 
their land to multi-family developers. 

“You're forcing people to break up 
these open spaces,’ Wood said — em- 
phasizing that he was not interested in 
selling or developing his open land. 

Girdwood agreed that high assess- 
ments and property taxes are making it 
difficult for townspeople to maintain 
open space, and that the problem is ‘‘bad 
and getting worse.”’ But he said that the 
multi-family bylaw ‘‘will not complicate 
that problem.”’ 

He added that he was not convinced 
any developer would use the proposed 
law, because developers might find it 
more profitable to build siagle-family de- 
velopments than multi-family units. 
“I’m just afraid it won't be used for 
sheer economic reasons,” the planner 
said. 

Rosalyn Wood of North Main Street 
asked why a bylaw change was needed, 
when rezoning could be requested on a 
parcel-by-parcel basis. Bradshaw re- 
plied that the spot-zoning problem then 
arises: “It’s not a simple process,”’ she 
said. ‘“‘We just can’t spot it all over 
town.’ 


Andria Kalil of Brady Loop said she 
was concerned that the bylaw would al- 
low developers to build ‘‘a little multi- 
family dwelling next to a $300,000 horne 
It’s out of place, out of character.”’ 

Bradshaw said she thought it ‘‘so un- 
realistic to even conceive’ that devel- 
opers would build inexpensive, low- 
quality multi-family housing; luxury 
condominiums are more likely to result 
from the law, she indicated. 

Stephen Cotton of Foster’s Pond com 
mended the board for coming up with 
“the most thoughtful, moderate ap- 
proach to the question”’ of multiple-fami- 
ly housing he’s yet seen in Andover. 

Town meeting is constantly ‘‘as- 
saulted” py developers’ proposais for 
such housing, Cotton said, and the pian- 
ners’ bylaw offered a ‘‘sensible, compre- 
hensive approach’ to evaluating those 
proposals. The public hearing ended with 
a round of applause for the board. 


Earlier Tuesday night, the planners 
held a brief hearing on another warrant 
article, one that would require devel- 
opers to provide contiguous dry land on 
each building lot. 


Ninety percent of each lot must be dry 
under current town iaws, but the board 
has found that that dry area is often sep- 
arated by wetlands. 

“We're striving to achieve all ninety 
percent in one spot, so you don’t need a 
rowboat in the springtime,”’ Bradshaw 
explained

Perhaps it’s Marcelle Gregg’s simple 
set designs that forces the audience to 
concentrate on Mary, Kathy and Joanne. 
Whatever the reason, the three are high 
school seniors and their school’s 
cheerleaders when we first meet them. 

They are the popular girls. They plan 
the pep rallies, the proms and the foot- 
ball queen dances, always engineering 
their way to being voted the dance 
“queen” and members of her court. And, 
if they don’t convince this year’s football 
squad to vote Kathy football queen, after 
all, says Joanne, she is the cheerleading 
squad captain, they vow to make the 
dance so bad no one will stay long 
enough to see who is crowned in Kathy’s 
place. 


We have all met Kathys, Marys and 
Joannes in our high school days. 

Kathy is the girl in charge of every- 
thing. She calls the shots for this tight 
group of three and is their moderating 
influence. But though it appears that 
Kathy has her life together, we learn this 
isn’t always so, she is just less verbal 
about her mistakes and her fears. 

Luther plays Kathy with a great 
amount of energy. She was a high school 
cheerleader once, as was Kylis. But, Lu- 
ther explained while the show was in re- 
hearsals, she remembers cheerleading 
in the 1960s when her two co-stars were 
‘still in diapers.”’

The three girls are discussing college 
plans as scene one comes to a close. 
Mary can’t wait to be on her own, away 
from her mother and Joanne is worrying 
about what will happen if all the popular 
girls from all the other high schools end 
up going to their school, ‘then who’s 
going to be popular?”’ she wails 

They decide to meet at the post office 
to mail their college applications at the 
same time, so they'll be accepted at the 
same school at the same time when the 
high school principal’s voice comes over 
the intercom. He is choked with emotion, 
unable to hold back his tears, as he in- 
structs the students to return to their 
homerooms, the president has been shot 
while in a motorcade in Dallas, he says. 

For a moment Kathy, Mary and 
Joanne are silent. Then they gasp, the~ 
president, shot? What was the student 
council president doing in Dallas they 
wonder aloud. The audience can’t help 
but laugh — we know what is really hap- 
pening 

The true sadness of the moment escap- 
es the girls as they get on with their foot- 
ball game plans, happy to learn the 
game won't be cancelled because of the 
shooting

Random Thoughts 


A few thoughts on some random subjects this 
week, such as the formation of a new commu- 
nity group known as the West Andover Neigh- 
borhood Association, which held its 
organizational meeting this week. 

Such groups are fine as long as they bear in 
mind that while they are concerned about their 
own neighborhood, it is imperative to keep the 
interests of the town as a whole in mind. They 
indicate that this will be a prime consideration. 

There are other similar interest groups in the 
community such as the Shawsheen Village Im- 
provement Association and the Ballardvale 
Community Association. 

Such groups have been heard from when con- 
cerns about the safety and welfare of their area 
of town have arisen. Too, there have been pro- 
posed altering of zonirfg in these areas from 
time to time to which the groups have presented 
their views to local administrators and town 
meeting. 


The West Andover association grew out of con- 
cern about the possibility of a skating rink being 
placed on a Cross Street site. There was feeling 
that increaSed traffic and other problems con- 
nected with such a facility would be detrimental 
to the area. 


The Cross street location has ultimately been 
dropped from consideration, but the association 
has been formed to protect the West Andover 
area and work toward the betterment of the sec- 
tion of the community. 

As for these various community betterment 
groups, it is suggested that quite possibly they 
could be performing a great municipal service 
by offering to assist the Ballardvale group in 
obtaining an access road into the Lowell Junc- 
tion industrial area. 


Vale residents have put up with a hideous and 
hazardous traffic situation for over 25 years, pa- 
tiently awaiting some solution which is con- 
stantly delayed. 


A little cooperative effort by community 
groups appealing to state and federal authorities 
may have some impact in at least letting those 
in authority know that the problem is not the 
concern of just one area alone. 

It might also be well to mention the frustra- 
tions of department heads and administrators in 
composing annual budgets in Andover. 

Annually, budgets are prepared, presented 
and chopped. 

The chopping process generally includes the 
promise of consideration in another year. 

But, invariably, that year never arrives and 
conditions and services deteriorate further. 

Such was the case this past week when school 
libraries were kept at their current level of fund- 
ing and the street department was not funded to 
the point of planning for some much needed 
road improvements. 

With Andover’s total valuation increasing all 
the time and the promise of considerable more 
tax revenue in the year ahead, doesn’t it seem~ 
logical that at some point the town could be able 
to afford to address these needs? 

One final thought, dealing with the postal 
service. 

The postal rates increase this Sunday. It will 
now cost 22 cents to mail a first class letter or 
greeting. The postal service indicates the in- 
crease is modest, in keeping with cost-of-living 
indexes and a passing along of the increasing 
costs of service. 

We find the latter the most understanding in 
view of storage and transportation costs. 

A person posted a greeting card on Main 
street last Thursday to a friend in Shawsheen. It 
was delivered Monday. 

In the meantime, the little card had to go from 
the Main street box to Woburn where it was 
stored for some unkown reason and then re- 
turned to Andover for delivery. 

Seems the zip in the mail has been zapped by 
alleged progress.

Worthy Of Note 


Wearing a seat belt is now mandatory in three 
states and the Massachusetts Legislature will 
undoubtedly vote on the issue this year. Buckle 
up or face a fine up to $50. The arguments 
against the law fall into the ‘‘big brother govern- 
ment taking another choice from citizens’’ cat- 
egory. Arguments for the law «| 
center on the tremendous so- 
cial, financial and health care 
costs we all incur because so 
many fail to buckle up. Two @ 
years ago I voted against a@ 
mandatory seatbelt law, but 
statistics and New York’s suc- 
cess with the law make a com- 
pelling case and I am changing 
my mind. What is your opin- 
ion? 


Two important legislative studies have been 
commissioned this year: their findings and leg- 
islative recommendations will affect many of 
you, and I welcome your input. 


The first commission is charged with examin- 
ing divorce laws and probate court proceedings 
in Massachusetts. Presently, the system can be 
characterized as ‘unpredictable’ and ‘“‘arbi- 
trary”’ when it comes to matters of alimony or 
support orders, custody, acknowledgment of 
pre-nuptial contracts and even grandparent visi- 
tation rights. The arbitrary nature of our system 
creates further hardship for families in crisis. I 
plan to be actively involved in this commission 
which must report its findings by June. 


On a very different note, a special committee 
is now receiving comments on how families are 
affected by Alzheimer’s disease. The Executive 
Office of Elder Affairs is interested in what kind 
of community education, research, care and re- 
imbursement programs should be instituted in 
Massachusetts to help alleviate the suffering of 
Alzheimer’s. 


Finally, I am interested in a mechanism to 
control computerized telephone solicitations for 
sales and ‘‘special offers.’’ Several people, par- 
ticularly those at home during the daytime, 
have complained that these calls are an increas- 
ing annoyance. Is there a difference between 
‘junk mail” and ‘‘junk phone calls?”’ I think so. 
Junk mail does not disturb your dinner, wake 
you up or interrupt your work. Since computers 
can now do the dialing and talking and record- 
ers can listen for your response, I predict an 
enormous increase in this activity. If you vote 
for controls, let me know.

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percent, Kitteridge said 

According to Southworth, the devel- 
opment will include 12 two-floor units 
with a total gross floor area of 1,875 
square feet; eight two-floor, 2,200-square 
foot units; and seven one-floor, 2,400- 
square foot units. Each unit has been de- 
signed to include two bedrooms, he 
added 

The units will be clustered in a total of 
six buildings, with six units in one build- 
ing, five units in another, and four units 
in each of the remaining four buildings. 
Breezeways (covered walkways) will 
link the units in each building, Kitteridge 
said. 

The largest units will be brick 
Georgian-style Colonials, she said, flank- 
ed by the smaller units in clapboards and 
brick-face with varied roof treatments. 
The architecture and rooflines will re- 
flect the style of neighboring Shawsheen 
Village homes, the designer said. 


The one-floor units have a larger ‘‘foot- 
print’ — that is, cover more ground — 
than the original Matarazzo units, which 
were to be two and one-half stories high, 
Kitteridge explained. Nor did the origi- 
nal designs call for breezeways: those 
were added at the Fire Department's re- 
quest, Kitteridge said, to allow access to 
the rear of the buildings. 

The new design also includes more 
pavement because the Fire Department 
requested larger cul-de-sacs to accomo- 
date fire trucks, she added. 

Otherwise, the layout of the roadway 
and the siz of the development’s buffer 
zone (75 to 80 feet) along its borders are 
“about the same”’ as the 1984 Matarazzo 
plan, Kitteridge told the board.

scheduled to meet with the Conservation 
Commission before returning to the Zon- 
ing Board of Appeals next month. Chair- 
man Bradshaw asked him to return to 
the planners if the ConsComm requests 
any changes in the plans. 

Bradshaw also explained that, accord- 
ing to a written opinion from Special 
Counsel Thomas Arnold, the developer 
has three years to obtain a special per- 
mit from the ZBA before the Apartment 
zone can be revoked for 60 Poor St. — 
even if 1985 town meeting should decide 
to rezone the parcel back to SRA. 

Nancy Jeton of the Community Devel- 
opment and*Planning department ex- 
plained yesterday that under state law, 
McNeil’s condominium proposal became 
eligible for that three-year protection on 
Feb. 1, when the developer filed plans 
with the Registry of Deeds. 

The site will thus remain an Apart- 
ment zone at least until Feb. 1, 1988, she 
said, regardless of any changes in zon- 
ing.

Warriors Qualify For Tourney

Passing two of its stiffest tests of the season, the high- 
flying Andover High boys’ varsity basketball team 
stretched its winning streak through nine games, quali‘.ed 
for the Eastern Mass. Division | North Tournament, and 
improved its overall record to a flashy 13-2 with victories 
over stubborn Greater-Lawrence Regional and Lawrence 
Central last week. 

The Golden Warriors overcame some early lethargy to 
defeat the pesky Reggies 62-57 at the Dunn Gymnasium, 
then rallied from a nine-point deficit with six minutes to 
play en route to a 70-64 triumph over Central at the an- 
cient CCHS auditorium. 

Coach Tom Ryser’s squad, 11-1 in the Merrimack Valley 
Conference and pointing towards its showdown with unde- 
feated Lowell High (15-0) on February 19 at the Riddick 
Fieldhouse, must guard against a letdown as it has two 
more tough contests this week. 

AHS hosted Billerica (10-5) last Tuesday night, a team it 
squeaked by 53-49 the first time around, and will entertain 
improved Haverhill on Saturday afternoon (2:15 p.m.) in 
another WCCM Radio special. 

Haverhill (5-10) started the season with nine consec- 
utive losses, two of them against Andover, but the Hillies 
then won five in a row before being blasted by Haverhill 
last Friday night. 

The regular season concludes next week with road 
games Tuesday night at Lowell and Thursday night 
(schedule change) at Chelmsford. 

Tim Perry contynues to lead the MVC in scoring and has 
amassed more than 300 points this season. 


Andover, 62-57 


Junior Capt. Tim Perry, Craig Hammond and junior 
forward Doug Rotondi all scored in double figures, com- 
bining for 43 points, as the Golden Warriors fought back 
the ghallenge of Small School Division leader Greater- 
Lawrence Regional. 

The Reggies (946), coached by former AHS star 
hoopster Art Yancy (1962-64), jumped out to a quick 10-3 
lead and maintained a slim 33-29 advantage at halftime. 

Andover moved ahead 45-43 after three periods and 
broke open a very tight battle by hitting its free throws in 
the closing minutes. 

Greater-Lawrence finished with a 26-25 edge in field 
goals, but the Golden Warriors won it at the charity stripe 
with a 12-5 cushion. 

‘“‘Voke had beaten Billerica (57-56) in its previous game, 
and they’re always dangerous,” said Ryser. “We tried to 
impress upon our kids that this was the game that would 
aualify us for the tournament, and the more games we win

the higher our seeding will be. We'd like to have the home- 
court advantage in the preliminary round, and we'd like 
to go in with a 17-2 or 16-3 record. Anything less would 
make us just a so-so team instead of an outstanding team. 

“There are similarities between Greater-Lawrence and 
Lowell in the speed and team quickness they both possess. 
Both like to gamble for the steal outside, and the Voke 
likes to sit in a 2-3 or 3-2 zone. 

‘‘We were flat at the beginning. We passed the ball lazi- 
ly around the zone, they shot the gaps and made a few 
steals, and right off the bat we were down by seven or 
eight points. 

“We had that ‘all we have to do is show up and win’atti- 
tude again, so I was forced to use a timeout that I really 
didn’t want to use,’’ noted Ryser. 

“We went back to moving the ball around crisply. | 
(John) Klopacz came off the bench and hit a couple from 
the corner, then Hammond buried a couple from the other 
side, and Perry began hitting from the top. 

“Arthur (Yancy) was yelling at his kids to get out on 
our shooters, but they couldn’t move out on everyone. We 
shot very well and that’s what got us back in the game.”’ 

It was tied 16-16 after the first quarter, but then Reg- 
gies’ center Ed Smith heated up in the second period and 
pulled G-L into its 33-29 halftime lead. 

“T didn’t think Smith could hit from the outside,’’ ad- 
mitted Ryser, ‘“‘but he hit about five swishes in a row from 
around the foul line. 

‘‘We made a few defensive adjustments at halftime. I 
had (Tom) Lutz front Smith and deny him the ball, and I 
told (Mark) Hebeisen to keep the ball out of Pedro’s 
hands.” 

Andover resident Pedro Gleason, the Re%gies’ senior 
point-guard, has been on fire recently (25 points vs. Bille- 
rica) and was hurting the Warriors with his shooting and 
passing the first two periods. 

“We played with much greater defensive intensity in 
the second half, and we were able to spring Timmy (Per- 
ry) loose in the corner against their 3-2 zone. With that set 
up they just didn’t have anyone to trap on the baseline, 
and Timmy’s eyes lit up when he started getting good 
shots from the perimeter. 

“T felt if we got Voke in a close game at the end we'd 
have the advantage. I thought we’d execute better. And

The Golden Warriors ran headlong into an equaliy-hot 
Central Catholic crew, winners in six of their previous 
seven starts, and when the Red Raiders held a nine-point 
lead in their own gym it looked pretty bleak for the locals 

‘This was a team that shouldn’t have beaten us, but 
definitely had the ability to beat us,” offered Ryser. 
“They're very tough, especially in their own gym 

‘‘People say there are leprechauns sitting on the ryms at 
Boston Garden, and in close games they knock the ball 
into the basket for the Celtics and out of the basket for the 
opposing team. Well, people also say the ghosts of legend- 
ary Central Catholic players from the past are in that 
gym, helping them win the close games.’ 

Doug Rotondi and Tim Perry apparently don’t believe 
in apparitions, however, as they fueled the fourth-period 
comeback that saw Andover outscore Central 23-8 and 
leave the Red Raiders gasping. 

The stunning reversal came after CCHS had erased an 
18-14 first-quarter deficit, moving ahead 34-31 at halftime 
and 56-47 after three periods. 

The nine-point lead was still intact (5849) almost two 
minutes into the final stanza, but then Rotondi began 
working free inside, Perry began swishing free throws 
with professional accuracy, and junior Chris Bartley ran 
the offense with poise from the point-guard position. 

‘‘We told the kids the Central team they beat (58-47) at 
the beginning of the year was not the same Central team 
they’d face that night,”’ stated Ryser. ‘Except for Lowell 
and Billerica they’d beaten everyone they faced since 
then. 

‘‘@n paper we're the better team. But take their gym, 
their tradition, their fans, and how pumped up they were 
to beat us and now you've got an even game. 

“Dickie (Central coach Licare) came out with a match- 
up zone in the fourth quarter, using the same kind of run- 
and-jump defense that Tewksbury and Methuen had 
shown against us. But we beat it with some good outside 
shooting and by running our half-court offense.‘*Central 
had converted itself into more of a running team since the 
beginning of the season, rather than sitting back and let- 
ting people attack them. And it was that running game 
that got them the nice little 10-point lead,” explained Rys- 
er. 

(Rob) Malenfant and (Dave) Bellavitch were hitting 
pretty consistently from outside in the first three quar- 
ters.

‘We strayed from our set offense and it hurt us. Often 
we don’t need it because Timmy (Perry) creates situa- 
tions, but this particular night he was trying to do too 
much and forcing up some tough shots. 

‘Midway through the third quarter I put Chris (Bart- 
ley) at the point, and moved Timmy to wing. It’s some- 
thing I’d like to do every game, but there are certain 
teams it will work against and others it won’t work 
against. 

“T told Chris by hook or by crook he’d have to run the 
offense, and if he didn’t Central couldn’t stop us because 
we have too many weapons. 

‘Things started to turn around right away. Lutzie and 
Rotondi got free for easy lay-ups Bartley’s first two times 
down the floor, and then Dougie worked inside for a jam. 

‘‘We went to a full-court man-to-man in the fourth peri- 
od, going right at Central, and they made the mistake of 
not knowing when to stop running. 

‘They kept running and shooting, but all of a sudden 
Malenfant would pull up and miss, or Bellavitch would 
pull up and miss. We'd get the rebound, outlet the ball and 
run the break. We began to control the tempo and slice 
into their lead. 

“Bartley was controlling the point and getting the ball 
inside, while Perry was operating from the wing. We bal- 
anced our offense and got some production inside and out- 
side. 

“I thought Central would start playing games (stall, 
etc.) at some point in the fourth period, waiting for us to 
foul them. ‘‘Mark Hebeisen also did an excellent defensive 
job on Malenfant in the fourth period. The shots were 
going in for him (Malenfant) early, but Mark stayed all 
over him and eventually it paid off. 

‘‘We limited them to one shot, and once they got out of 
their set offense they took some bad shots.

Craig Hammond notched 8 points, Mark Hebeisen and 
Tom Lutz 6 apiece, Bartley five foul shots and Eric Del- 
oury a bucket. 

Malenfant pocketed 20 points for Central, O’Brien added 
15 and Bellavitch 14. 

Once again the Golden Warriors won it at the charity 
stripe, outpointing CCHS 26-10 while the Red Raiders held 
a 27-22 edge in field goals.

Streamlines 


Calling 


A new computerized telephone switching sys- 
tem that will streamline local calling for some 
12,000 customers in Andover will be introduced 
by New England Telephone in September. 

Incorporating some of the most sophisticated 
electronics in use, the new digital electronic 
switching system will process calls faster, make 
new services available, use less electricity and 
will even report its own troubles. 

The new system will be housed in NET’s cen- 
tral office switching facility on Elm Street and 
will serve customers in the Andover (475, 470) 
exchange. 

“Digital electronic switching is the fastest and 
most modern type of call-switching system in 
use today,’’ said NET Public Relations Manager 
Cynthia White. ‘At its score is a computer with 
a memory containing exchange telephone num- 
bers and call-routing information.”’ 

With the advent of digital electronic switch- 
ing, four new custom calling services will be 
available to Andover customers at slight addi- 
tional monthly charges.

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ture.’’ She had to learn to live with one 
light bulb, no running water, no washing 
machine. 

“Tt was hard to adapt, but I got used to 
it,’ Debbie says. ‘‘Then after a while, I 
liked it a lot.”’ She learned to enjoy her 
self-reliance and independence, and if 
the day’s problems began to wear on her, 
“T’d go in my little house and close the 
door.”’ 

The Peace Corps had charged Debbie 
with increasing the production of basic 
food crops in Samanga, which was living 
through ‘‘a crisis in agriculture’: the 
people were not growing enough food to 
support themselves. They grew onions to 
sell, and corn, barley, wheat, peas and 
potatoes to eat — especially potatoes, the 
basis of their starchy diet. 

Teaching new techniques to farmers 
who relied on ways ‘‘hundreds and hun- 
dreds of years’”’ old was her greatest 
challenge, Debbie says. ‘‘They had a ba- 
sic distrust of anything new.” She 
launched into her first project ‘‘full 
force’’ — and came up with ‘‘a dismal 
failure’’ when the villagers declined to 
cooperate. 

She was more successful after she 
planted one crop the way the villagers 
planted theirs, and quietly planted anoth- 
er one right next to it using modern tech- 
niques. Four months later, the difference 
between the side-by-side crops was ob- 
vious to the farmers, and they asked her 
to show them how she’d done it. 

Debbie taught the farmers how to use 
chemical fertilizers to enrich the soil, 
how to use good seed instead of rotten 
seed that was unsuited to their climate, 
how to safely handle pesticides. 

“I saw people reaching into barrels of 
chemicals and stirring them with their 
hands, when one tablespoon of these 
chemicals on the skin could kill a person. 
They emptied tanks of pesticides into ir- 
or canals used for drinking water. I 
told them about using proper chemicals, 
things that were more effective and a lot 
safer.” 

She worked with the farmers, going 
out into the fields to look at problems, 
helping them to weed, hoe, plant, put 
down fertilizer. She also planted and 
tended a vegetable garden behind the vil- 
lage school, where she taught an English 
class ‘‘for good will.’’ (Debbie is fluent in 
Spanish. ) 

As a special project, she started a 
‘seed bank”’ of high-quality onion seed, 
and urged the farmers to keep one quar- 
ter of their harvest so they would always 
have good seed. ‘The first harvest was 
really successful, and then I left. My 
hope is that they’li continue the project.” 

Samanga’s farmers worked hard, 
‘from sunup to sundown,” Debbie says, 
but took plenty of time off tor socializing. 
“There were a iot of holidays and par- 
ties, and that_was frustrating,’’ the vol- 
unteer says. ‘The parties were really 
fun, but there always seemed to be an- 
other three-day feast that was an inter 
ruption of work 
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The villagers’ resistance to education 
also frustrated her; few children stay in 
school beyond the sixth grade, because 
they are needed to work on family 
farms. 

When Debbie met an exceptionally 
bright sixth-grader in her English class, 
she tried to persuade his father to send 
the boy to junior high school, a bus ride 
away from the village. But the father, 
who had finished only six years’ of 
schooling himself, could not be con- 
vinced. ‘‘That was one of my most frus 
trating experiences.”’ 

Learning to eat guinea pig, ‘‘a big deli- 
cacy,’ was also a bit of a trial, ‘‘but | 
learned to eat it as a guest.”’ (The villag- 
ers laughed when Debbie told them gui 
nea pigs are kept as pets in this country 

The men of Samanga were the source 
of some of her greatest problems. ‘The 
Latin culture is very different,’’ she ex- 
plains. ‘‘The men are just lechers, and 
like to give you a hard time.’’ Most of 
their ideas about American women come 
from ‘‘awful .American television 
shows,”’ she adds, and that just com- 
pounded her difficulties. 

The male villagers’ attitude toward 
women made it particularly difficult for 
Debbie to teach them new ways to farm 
“It was hard for me, coming in as a 
young women from a foreign country, to 
tell them what to do. It was very deli- 
cate 


The culture operates on a ‘‘vicious dou- 
ble standard”’ for male-female behavior, 
one wrapped in ‘‘hypocrisy,’’ she says 


When a man commits adultery, she ex 
plains, it’s the source of a few laughs 
over drinks; when a woman commits 
adultery, she is driven from town by the 
scandal. 

“If something struck me as unjust, I 
would get angry,”’ Debbie says. ‘‘At the 
end, I think people respected my opinion. 
A lot of people began to look at things a 
bit differently.” 

She also encountered racism in Sa- 
manga: full-blooded Indians are consid- 
ered deeply inferior to villagers of mixed 
Indian and Spanish ancestry. The two 
groups ‘‘don’t mix,’’ Debbie says. The 
Indians are uneducated and have no wa- 
ter rights, so they can not farm; they 
work as laborers for as little as 90 cents a 
day 

Villagers often asked her how she 
could work with the Indians: Debbie re- 
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plied that she was there to work with ev 
erybody, to help everybody 

As she learned about the people of Sa 
manga, Debbie taught them about her 
life in America, trying to undo their mis- 
conceptions about millionaires and

everyone knows someone in the United 
States, and the information is invariably 
distorted.

Beneath all the differences that 
seemed so real to her at first, Debbie 
found that she had much in common with 
the people of the mountain village: ‘‘Car- 
ing about your family — mother, father, 
sisters, brothers. Wanting to get the very 
best out of life that you car The same 
kinds of ambitions. All the basic human 
feelings.” 

One of her happiest memories is of the 
night that a young couple knocked on her 
door, handed her a bag of eggs, and 
asked her to become comadre — god- 
mother — to their new baby. That role is

knew I’d been accepted. That was one of 
my favorite moments.’ 

Debbie said goodbye to Samanga a 
little over two months ago ‘‘with really 
mixed feelings. I was anxious to get on 
with something else —I was a little tired 
of talking about potatoes twenty-four 
hours a day. I was excited, and I was 
really, really sad.” 

At her farewell party, villagers cried. 
‘People were very proud of me, proud 
that they had this American in their vil- 
lage. They were sorry to lose that dis- 


tinction. I would like to go back 
someday,” she says softly, “but they 
certainly don’t believe that.”’ 

Home again, Debbie feels ‘‘a little 


awed by all the things we have. My par- 
ents’ house is a palace — J couldn’t be- 
lieve it. I love the washing machine. | 
feel very, very fortunate to be an Ameri- 
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can and have all the things we have, but 
I wish that everyone else could have 
them, too.”’ 

Debbie has applied to several law 
schools; she’d like to become a lawyer 
and work on Hispanic civil liberties. In 
the meantime, she is working as a substi- 
tute teacher and a waitress. She is not 
the same young woman who left Andover 
two and one-half years ago. 

‘T’ve learned to not be devastated by 
total failure — to just pick up the pieces 


and go on. I’ve really gained some pa- 
tience, and learned how to get along with 
people who seem totally different on the 
surface. I like to think that I look at 
things with a broader focus. 


‘Different things are important to me 
than when I left,’ Debbie Dilorio says. 
‘Coming from such a simplified environ- 
ment, with so few things, I’ve learned 
that what you need to be happy is differ- 
ent than you might think.”’

Would Spend $40 For Child Care Services 


Andover families are willing to spend 
up to $40 a week for a variety of child 
care services, according to a survey by 
Andover residents in a Department of 
Community Services-sponsored group. 

The child care survey grew out of an 
attempt to define the child care needs of 
Andover families who have children un- 
der age 12. Kathy Hess chaired the stu- 
dy, which was conducted in May and 
June of last year. 

The random sampling of 467 house- 
holds with children ranging in age from 
infants through age 12 was prepared by

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Parking Lots Drop Number 
Of Units For Condo Building

Anastiasios Kalogianis will have t 
build ten fewer condominium units on his 
two-acre Railroad Street parcel because 
the Zoning Board of Appeals doesn’t 
think there is ample parking for the 80 
condos the Andover developer had 
planned to construct in the building he 
was calling The Corinthian. 

But Monday night’s ZBA decision has 
Kalogianis wondering whether he will 
even attempt to build the condo complex 
He is ‘considering all his options agalr 
for the property,” said his attorney Regi- 
nald Marden, who told THE TOWNS- 
MAN he didn’t expect his client to make 
a decision about the site until after he 
received the board’s written decision 

The two-acre parcel is located in an 
Industrial G district so Kalogianis could 
build an office or retail complex, health 
center, funeral home or restaurant there 
without ZBA approval, explained And- 
over’s Principal Planfiler Nancy Jeton 
The builder needed a variance to put the 
residential project on Industrial G land 


lhe condo plans presented to the ZBA 
show 105 parking spaces on the site for 
the 80 planned units. Kalogianis ex- 
plained to board members that a parking 
space would be sold with every condomi- 
nium. Fach home would have only one 
space, they were told, leaving 25 spaces 
for guests. But at a meeting to discuss 
the project, held on Jan. 31, the appeals 
members weren’t too sure the condo 
owners would stay in their assigned 
spaces 

Marden told the board Kalogianis ha: 
an agreement with the adjacent MBTA 
commuter parking lot; the builder main- 
tains the lot and his potential homeown- 
ers may park in any unused spaces. But 
ZBA members didn’t want to consider 
the MBTA lot as they figured the number 
if available parking spaces
